“High school students need not
report to school on Monday and
Tuesday except at times indicated
above, All freshmen who ure not
graduated from our Ontarlo grado
schools, should bring thelr elghth
grade diplomas with them when they
euroll, Regular classes in the
High school begin meeting on
schodule Wednesday morning,
“Arrangements have been
to offer all classes offered (n the
High sbhool 1last year. Teacher
Training will ngain be offered but
